The people of Hamlin are great! 
This was evidenced again recently 
with the way you responded to the 
United Way Campaign. 
When the executive committee of 
the organization met to set the goal 
for this first drive, about all they 
had to go on was what others were 
doing. And based on the statewide 
average for per capita giving 
Hamlin’s goal should have been 
somewhere around $7,000. But the 
committee felt that the need was

The $13,000-plus that was raised 
is much closer to the needs of the 
community than the committee 
ever hoped to raise.

“ As It Looks From Here” column 
by Congressman Omar Burleson. 
“ A 
Day 
of Thanksgiving 
to 
Almighty God” were the words 
used by the Governor of Texas, 
George T. Wood, in 1849 to make 
Thanksgiving official in Texas. The 
Governor recognized this day to be 
a festive family occasion. 
His 
reference also called attention to a 
day for earnest spiritual reflection. 
Sixty 
years 
before, 
in 
1789, 
George Washington issued the first 
Thanksgiving Proclamation. His 
words have rem arkable sign­ 
ificance even today and they are as 
follows: 
“Whereas it is the duty of all 
nations 
to 
acknow ledge 
the 
providence of Almighty God, to 
obey His will, to be grateful for His 
benefits, and humbly to implore 
His protection and favor; and 
“ W hereas 
both 
Houses 
of 
Congress 
have, 
by their 
joint 
com m ittee, requested me ‘to 
recommend to the people of the 
United States a day of public 
thanksgiving and prayer, to be 
observed by acknowledging with 
grateful hearts the many 
and 
signal favors of Almighty God, 
especially by affording them an 
opportunity peaceably to establish 
a form of government for their 
safety and happiness:' 
“Now, therefore, I do recom­ 
mend and assign Thursday, the 
26th day of November next, to be 
devoted by the people of these 
United States to the service of that 
great and glorious Being who is the 
beneficient author of all the good 
that was, that is, or that will be; 
that we may then all unite in 
rendering unto Him our sincere 
and humble thanks for His kind 
care and protection of the people of 
this country 
previous to their 
becoming a nation; for the signal 
and manifold mercies and the 
favorable 
interpositions 
of 
His 
providence 
in 
the course 
and 
conclusion of the late war; for the 
great degree of tranquility, union, 
and plenty which we have since 
enjoyed; for the peaceable and 
rational manner in which we have 
been enabled to establish con­ 
stitutions of government for our 
safety and happiness, and par­ 
ticularly the national one now 
lately instituted; for the civil and 
religious liberty with which we 
are blessed, and the means we 
have of acquiring and diffusing 
useful knowledge; and, in general, 
for all the great and various favors 
which He has been pleased to con­ 
fer upon us. 
“And also that we may then unite
